GRILLED HERRINGS. 
Cia medium-sized fish. Well clean

Fry in hot shallow fat on 
both sides. For the tartare sauce make a 
coating of mayonnaise sauce, as for the 
salmon, and stir lightly into it a tablespoon- 
ful of chopped capers to every half pint of 
sauce. Serve hot, 


BRILL, 

Remember that this fish, like salmon, goes 
a long way, so buy carefully. Barely cover 
the fish with warm salted water, and simmer 
gently till done. Drain it, and serve with 
the following sauce :—Heat two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter till slightly brown, put them 
into a double saucepan containing two table- 
sg of fish stock, a tea-spoonful of 
glaze, two tca-spoonfuls each of lemon juice 
and chopoed parsley, a little mustard, and 
two raw yokes of eggs, all well mixed. Stir 
till the mixture thickens (do not let it boil), 
and it is ready for use, 


HAK# AU GRATIN. 

Buy as much of the middle cut of hake as 
vou require, and boil it until just cooked 
through. Remove the fish from the bone, 
breaking it as little as possible, and put into 
a shallow fireproof dish. Then melt in 4 
saucepan two ounces of margarine, mix wth 
it two ounces of flour, cook a little, and 
gradually add a pint of milk, stirring all 
the time to prevent lumps from forming. Boil 
for a short time, season with salt, mustard, 
and a .ittle cayenne, and while still simmer- 
ing stir into it two ounces of grated cheese. 
When a smooth mixture is obtained pour it 
over the fish, Cover the whole with white 
bread-crambs, put a few dabs of margarine 
on the top, and brown under the grill.

"" What are you doing now, dear?” and be- 
fore concentration is again. established, 
mother, who just this holiday discovered how 
really smartly little Meg can fetch a message, 
sends her off for some forgotten dainty to 
the store. The money for this message is in 
mother's bag, which is locked in her bureau, 
and mother’s keys have one of their “lost ”' 
spells on—too bad, but James, junior (who 
is just beginning to see a glimmer of light 
with his *‘ maths. exer.’’) is really wonderful 
at seeking and finding lost keys . . and so 
on through the evening. Interrupted study, 
so criminally wearying, keeps the child up 
come after bedtime; leaves it too fagged for 
early rising,and developes soon that abomin- 
able feeling of just being a bit behind every 
other child in the class. without any prospect 
of ever pulling up. This is the forerunner 
of the most boring attribute known as the 
inferiority complex.

Blackberries and Hazels. 


Outdoor recreation is the shortest answer 
to the first sentence of this letter. but it 
must be mental as well as physical. No 
good can come of bringing little Billy for a 
“nice long walk” if his mind is groping 
around after half-understood lessons all the 
time, Healthy competitive games, with 
plenty of team work, if possible, is the best 
of all recreations. Not that I condemn a 
walk, but it should have an object. At the 
moment a brisk walk out of town will bring 


you to blackberry bushes, and if a small 
price per pound is put on the collection a 
few youthful enthusiasts will soon have the 


price of those fountain pens that young Maurice 


sported on his first day back at school. 
The nib was a bit scratchy, and the case a 
bit gaudy, but then it only cost sixpence. 
Then, of course, next day, when schoo] is 
over, there will be blackberry jelly for tea— 
““and let's go again and get. some more,”’ is 
the verdict. As you gather blackberries 
watch for the hazel tree. The nuts are, per- 
haps not quite ripe yet, but if the ‘ed is 
in a public place, the nuts are as ripe now 
as they will ever be. Youthful digestions do 
not require or demand perfect ripeness, so 
they may chew as they gather. Hazel nuts 
have lots of uses. I will give you three— 
easy ones, First, there’s hazel butter. 
First shell the nuts, and put them 
before the fire for a few minutes 
to dry the skins. This will make them easy 
to remove—weigh the nuts, chop finely; mix 
with a few drops of water and then with 
the weight of the nuts of butter; rub 
through a tammy, and serve with Aors 
ad’ cuvre, 


Hazel Cakes. 


The next use is to make hazel nut cakes. 
Having shelled the nuts, mince about two 
ounces with half an ounce sweet almonds; 
put in a bow! with three ounces castor sugar, 
and mix in the stiffly-beaten white of an 
egg. Sift in as much flour as will be found 
necessary to bind the mixture together; roll 
out the paste on a highly floured board a 
quarter of an inch thick, stamp with round 
cutter, place on well-buttered tin, and bake 
twenty minutes in a slow oven. 

The third hazel nut use is the simplest of 
all, In the foregoing recipes I said “ shell 
the nuts.” This time 1 will say; ‘having 
shelled the nuts, do not throw away the 
shells, but collect them in a box, and when 
the fire refuses to burn brightly, as it often 
does in damp weather, fetch out the dry 
nut shells and scatter them over the coals. 
The result will be a cheery blaze, and every- 
one will be pleased that they gathered those 
hazel nuts that day in autumn. All nut 
shells have this effect on fires, so the Hallow 
Eve garbage will have a new use this year.

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BRITISH IMPORTS OF 
BUTTER DOUBLED. 


- 


In their annual review of the imported dairy 

roduce trades for the.year ended June, 1952, 

essrs: W. Weddell and fing amy state that 
the total British imports of butter from all 
sources for the year amounted to 412,863 tons, 
compared with 360,254 tons in the previous 
year, an increase of 52,609 tons, or 14.6 per 
cent, 

In the past ten years the imports of butter 
into Great Britain have more than doubled. 
No wonder, says the report, that prices have 
fallen to the lowest level for nearly forty 
vears. The wonder is that this vast quantity 
of butter, in addition to the comparatively 
insignificant home make, can be absorbed into 

present 
economic state of the country. 

This was only possible by reducing the 
retail price of butter to a point where it came 
into strong competition with margarine. With 
first-class butter selling on the counter at Is,

per Ib. the sale of margarine during the past 
year must have declined seriously, Qut of 


the total imports of butter last year 209,815 - 


tons, or per cent., came from British 
Empire sources, as compared with 48.5 per 
cent, im 1950-31, 

In spite of steady progress in butter export 
by Denmark, and to a smaller extent by other 
foreign countries, supplies of Dominion butter 
still maintain their relative position in this 
market. Australia has made enormous strides 
in recent years, and her total of 60,981 tons 
shipped last year is 30 ae cent, more than 
the previous year’s total and nearly double 
the quantity received in 1929-30. 

New Zealand's total was also a record one, 
amounting to 103,427 tons against 87,495 tons 
in 1930.51, an increase of 15, tons, 18.2 per 
cent., bunt this increase was achieved oy 
at the expense of cheese production, whic 
showed a drop oí 11,120 tona, From Canada 
and Sonth Africa larger quantities were re- 


ceived, but shipments from the Irish Free 


State wére smaller.

J. Fenimore Cooper. 


The present week holds the anniversary 
of the birth of a writer who, although not 
so popular, ‘perhaps, with present-day 
youthful ‘readers,- had a colossal vogue up 
to nearly a decade ago. John Fenimore 
Cooper, author of that well-known story of 
Red Indian life, ‘‘The Last of the 
Mohicans,” was born in a New Jersey 
town, in the United States, on September 
15, 1789. In his own life Cooper had many 
adventures. He attended Yale for three 
years, but was expelled, after which he 
went to sea as a sailor before the 
mast. becoming a midshipman and 
lieutenant. After years of this life he 
returned to his native place and settled 
down. The year 1821 saw his first book, 
“ Precaution.” It was not very well re- 
ceived, but, as he soon afterwards 
published “ The Spy,” it may be taken 
for granted that the work gave him 
courage to proceed. In his next couple of 
volumes he was more definitely successful, 


and the total list of his novels and other | 


writings is over thirty publications. Of 
these, apart froém the “ Mohicans,’’ the 
best known were “ Pioneers,”’ ‘‘ The Path- 
finder,’”” ‘‘ The Deerslayer,”’ and ‘‘ The 
Red Rover,” Cooper also wrote a naval 
history of the United States and some 
biographies. of American naval officers. 
Many of his stories were translated into 
French and German—some even into 
Oriental languages, yf 


An Irish Fleet. si 


Early in the eighteenth century two 
Englishmen went back from a tour of 
Ireland with their minds and their note- 
books packed with information about all 
they had seen and heard. Many of these 
impressions were written down for the 
benefit of someone whom they call “Your 
Lordship,” and one entry is of, special 
interest. ‘‘I shall now acquaint Your 
Lordship with a ceremony they have in 
Cork,” the writer says. ‘‘It is some- 
thing like that of the Doge of Venice 
wedding the sea. A'set of worthy gentle- 
men, who have formed themselves into a 
Water Club, proceed a tew leagues out to 
sea in a number of little vessels, which 
for painting and gilding exceed the King’s 
yachts at Greenwich and Deptford. Their 
Admiral, who is elected annually and 
hoists his flag aboard his little vessel, 
leads the van and receives the honour of 
the flag. The rest of the fleet fall in 
their proper stations, and keep their line 
in the same manner as the King’s ships. 
This fleet is attended by a prodigious 
number of boats, which, with their 
colours flying, drums beating, trumpets 
sounding, forms one of the most agreeable 
sights Your Lordship can conceive.”

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The Cork Water Club : J. Fenimore Cooper : Artificial Daylight 4 
~The Revival of the Tandem»: The Colorado Beetle. | 
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Rules ahd Regulations, 


There were quite a number of sailing 
rules atid regulations in connection with 
the Cork Water Club, or fléet. “The first 
of these ordained that “the fleet will 
rendezvous at Spithead on club days by 
the first Quarter Ebb; any boat not bein 
in sight by the time the Admiral i» 
abreast the castle in Jpike Island, to for- 
feit half a crown for gun powder for the 
flect.’’ “Every boat is to carry the same, 
sail as the Admiral, if she can, and mav 
carry more, so as to enable her to kee 
company, but by no means to go ahead, 
another rule announced. A third was 
this: ‘‘ When the Admiral would have the 
fleet come to an anchor, he will show 
double Dutch colours at the end of his 
gaff, ahd fire a gun.” 

One of the regulations must have 
brought hope to the hearts of those out- 
siders who bad eagerly taken advantage ol 
the offer of a trip on one or other of the 
boats, and later had suffered the pangs ot 
disillusionment. ‘‘If a captain has any- 
one very sick aboard him, and wants to 
go to the island, he is to lower his pan- 
nant half way and fire a gun.” 


A Xenace to Potatoes. 


I see that one of the questions raised 
by the British delegation to the Imperial! 
Conference at Ottawa was the possible 
introduction of the Colorado beetle into 
the British Isles. This age grt ee 
caused a great sensation in Live in 
1877, when it: was found on board sa pattie 
boat from Texas. So serious was the 
menace considered that an Order in 
Council was issued, making it an offence 
for anyone to sell, keep, or distribute 
living specimens of the beetle at any of its 
stages. 

The Colorado beetle was first observed 
near the Upper Missouri in 1824. It is an 
oval, orange-coloured insect about 10 milli- 
metres in length, ornamented with black 
spots and bars. The larve and adults 
pass the winter underground, and emerge 
in May. Every female lays hundreds of 
eggs on the inside of potato leaves, and 
the larve develop so qaickly that they 
produce three generations of insects in 
one summer. During the year 1859 there 
was a potato famine in several American 
States due to the crop having been com- 
pletely destroyed by the Colorado beetle. 
The trouble with the insect is its rapid 
multiplication. Once it has taken hold of 
a potato field, remedial measures are of 
little avail. 


Artificial Daylight. 


So much of the world’s work is done 
nowadays under conditions which neces- 
sitate the use of artificial light, that for 
some time past scientists have dreamed of 
producing a light which would possess the 
qualities of daylight. Consequently, I was 
interested to see that Dr. Georges Claude, 
the eminent electrician, has succeeded in | 
developing a combination of gases in the 
Neon tubes, which, when electrified, gives 
an illumination approximating to natural 
light. Many devices have been adopted 
from time to time to counteract the sharp- 
ness of the ordinary electric lamp. Some 
of them are fairly successful, especially 
the indirect method, but they do not 
altogether prevent eye-strain, and there is 
no doubt that the continuous glare of 
electric light in factories and workshops, 
where there are many bright surfaces to 
cause reflections, is definitely harmful to 
the sight. It is expected that when the 
new light is put upon a commercial basis, 
it will provide a soft illumination restful 
and agreeable to the eye, and not far re- 
moved in quality from ordinary daylight.

ANIMALS.

A FIELD HOSPITAL AT 
STILLORGAN. 


The South County Dublin Society for the | 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals has pro- 
vided a drinking trough at Stillorgan, on the 
Bray road, and is thus continuing its work of 
encouraging people to show kindness to 
animals in their charge. This new trough has 
been erected in memory of Alfred 8. Oswald, 
who was hon. treasurer of the Society from 
1922 to 1950, and whose sterling work will 
long be remembered. 

lerhaps, more interesting and more illus- 
trative of the work of the Baociety is the rest 
camp for aged animals which has been pro- 
vided in Stillorgan village. The Society 
purchased a large field, and wheh it was 
opened for its new purpose on the Ist July 
last it was filled to capacity in the first week. 
In this field one may see infirm animals taking 
a well-deserved rest from hawking coal and 
produce round Dublin 's poorer quarters. The 
Society, through its inspectors and agents, as 
well as voluntary workers, has made its exist- 
ence known to the poorer hawkers; and when 
trade is bad, or the animals are ill-nourished, 
or for other reasons the ordinary business 
which they have cannot be ¢arried on, the 
animals are sent to Stillorgan, where in this 
field of nourishing grass: and shelter they 
become their old happy selves again, or at 
least spend their remaining days in comfort. 

Mrs. Whitton, the secretary of the South 
Dublin Society, tells many stories of the 
animals now under the care of the Society. 

One donkey, now in the field hospital, was 
owned (and still is) by a small boy who tried 
to earn a living by hawking articles round 
the Dublin slums. One morning he became 
ill and was taken to hospital. His one thought 
before entering the institution was for his 
old friend, and his joy was boyishly expressed 
when told that the animal is enjoying life in 
the midst of long, refreshing grass. 

Mrs. Whitton tells many similar stories. 
The thanks of the poor owner who really cares 
for the welfare of his animal is sufficient 
recompense for the members of the Society, 
who work in conjunction with the main city 
branch of the Society, not only in providing 
good treatment for aged and infirm animals, 
but ensuring that working beasts carrying 
heavy loads will be watered and cared for by 
their owners.

OUR months afier its publication was 
F postponed at the request of the 
Admiralty, Mr. Hugh Cleland Hoy’s 
book of reminiscences, entitled, '“ 40. O.B., 
or How the War was Won ” (Hutchinson, 
ge emg is released to-da

or intended for publication—May 15— 
that essrs. Hutchinson and Co., Lta., 
announced the ponement, the Chairman 
“(Mr. Walter Hutchinson) stating that he had 
by telephone been requested to allow the 
Admiralty first to read the book, im<order 
that they might ascertain whether it con- 
tained any information which it would not 
be in the public interest to reveal. 

Not only was publication accordingly sus- 

nded, but ies of the book which had 

n sent in advance to the newspapers for 
review were recalled. 

No reference to the four months’ delay in 
publication or to the reasons for it is made 
either in the book or on the publishers’ 
“jacket” as issued to-day, but the Press 
Association understands that during the post- 
ponement certain alterations have been made 
mm the text in order to comply with the 
Admiralty's wishes. 

Mr. Hoy, the author, was on the Secre- 
tariat of the Director of Naval Intelligence 
during the war. “TI have gathered together 
in this volume, ' he writes, “ recollections 
and reflections on the events and personalities 
with which I came into contact through my 
association with the Intelligence Division of 
the Admiralty, where 1 was employed in a 
position of trust throughout the war. 

‘“‘It will be understood that, while exercis- 
ing my memory concerning those _ vital 
happenings, I have also been obliged to ic 

e 

Secrets Act is far-reaching, and I am 
also bound by personal loyalty to the service, 
to my superiors in that service, and to the 
promptings of humanity and the demands of 
social obligation. So in making this com- 

ilation I have had to remember—and also to 
orgel..”' 


MYSTERIOUS DEPARTMENT. 

“40, 0.B.” is described by Mr. Hoy as 
one of the best-kept secrets of the war. It 
was a room bearing the _ innocent-looking 
number “' 40" on its door in a quiet wing of 
the Old Building of the Admiralty. “The 
most secret of all war work ” was done here 
in the tracking of enemy movements. Inter- 
cepted cryptograms, some of which in their 
deciphered form thrilled the world, were de- 
coded here. They reached, when the depart- 
ment was at full, working, ' the remarkable 
total of about two thousand a day.”’ 

“ Not one of them ever completely de- 
feated the code experts !’’ 

Of this mysterious department, even 
Cabinet Ministers knew next to nothing. 
“ But,” Mr. Hoy adds, “ those whose walk 
brought them into contact with the hidden 
activities of this essentially confidential office 
were of the opinion that 40, 0.B. won the 


war. 

Sir Alfred Ewing. the distinguished 
scientist, who undertook the formation of this 
department, had. made a life-long hobby of the 
solving of cryptics. ‘‘ This small man, with 
the enormous head, remarkable eyebrows, and 
strangely piercing eyes,” says Mr. Hoy in a 
pen portrait of Sir Alfred, “' was more than 
a match for the creators of the codes employed 
by the German General Staff.”’ 

Yet, “if Ewing was a genius at deciphering 
codes, there were others (in the department) 
who ran him close, and of one of these a high 
official said he was worth a million pounds to 
our Government. His loss, he added, might 
even mean the loss of the War.”’ 

Mr. Hoy makes the revelation that on the 
choice of one of two such simple terms as 
*‘ oats ” or “ hay,” flashed through the ether 
as the key-word of a signal, depended the 
tragic fate of Sir Roger Casement. | How the 
British got to know “ the facts about Case- 
ment’s treasonable intentions was, - he writes, 
“one of the many strange stories of the 
War.” 

SIR ROGER CASEMENT. 

Pressed by the Germans “ to get ahead with 
his plans for a rebellion in Ireland,’’ Case- 
ment, Mr. Hoy says, “selected three Irish 
civilian prisoners at Ruhleben, and secured 
their release. There is no doubt they were 
intended as emissaries 

“* Quite outside my duties at the 1.D. some 
rather fortunate information came my way by 
chance. One Saturday night, in January. 
1916, a telephone call from the Foreign Office 
apprised me of the somewhat sudden release 
of these prisoners. 

"“" As obviously 1t was not for nothing that 


these men had heen sent from Ruhleben, it 


was assumed that their mission had some- 
thing to do with the state of Ireland and the 
prospects of a German invasion. An 
Admiralty car was placed at my disposal and 
rushed me to all the London termini, but there 
appeared to be no trace of them. 

“However, I found that the authorities at 
Harwich had failed to detain the men and 
had allowed them to proceed unchecked to 
their various destinations. This rather dashed 
me until I remembered that one man’s wife, 
who was of German birth, was interned at 
Preston. 

““I hurried off to Preston, therefore. on the 
chance of catching him, and was informed by 
relatives that he had gone to Manchester— 
and there | found him. 

“ He was astonished to see me, but when 


I tried to draw him out on the subject of his 
i in Germany he became as mute 

as an oyster. For five solid hours | argued 

and pleaded with him. At last he said: 

“HH the Government will pay me for my 
story, I'll tell everything 1 know.’ 

“ “[ guarantee that,’ | answered. 

“ In London he told his story. Knowing 
as we did nothi ng about Casement s activities 
and his green-and-gold army—what he had to 
tell caused considerable surprise. .... . 
However, his narrative was accepted, and the 
development of the Irish Brigade, through the 
weaning of the prisoners of war from their 
loyalty by the promise of freedom and good 
food, was quickly grasped 


“ ONLY MY SHROUD.” 


“The Ger:nan wireless had been silent about 
Casement. Then suddenly 40 0.B. received 
a message which showed that his departure 
from Berlin was imminent. This was a 
code signal for the hour of bis sailing, and 
was intended for Devoy in America (John 
Devoy is referred to by Mr. Hoy as ‘the 
lrish-American agitator ). 

“The signal ‘ Oats’ 
moment th: submarine left with Casement 
on board, but if there was any hitch or 
delay ‘Hay’ would be the code. 

“Our excitement at the Admiralty may 
be imagined. Every day — indeed, every 
hour—we expected to get from 40 O.B. the 
deciphered message containing one or other 
of the significant words. . 

“It came during one afternoon. It was 
the 12th of April. In the usual batch of 
wireless intercepts sent on from the East 
Coast and decoded in 40 O.B. was one con- 
taining the word ‘ Oats.’ 

“Casement had set out on the journey 
that was to end on the scaffold. 

“In a wild, blustery dawn on Good Fri- 
day. April 21st, the submarine in which he 
had crossed the seas nosed her way slowly 
inshore to the west coast of Ireland near 
Tralee Bay. _ Into the tiny canvas boat 
that was lowered from her side tumbled three 
men, Casement and two ‘lieutenants’ of the 
Irish Brigade As they pushed off 
from the submarine a voice shonted in 
English: ‘‘Is there anything more you 
want” ”’ 

“Only my shroud,’ Casement grimly re- 
plied, as the submarine swung round and 
made off.” 

He was hanged at Pentonville on August 
3, 1916. 


“BEST SIDE” OF THE ENGLISH. 

While in prison—Mr. Hoy states—Case- 
ment ‘‘ wrote to the Superintendent of Brix- 
ton Jail one letter that revealed a side of 
the man which ought in all charity to be 
remembered in hts favour,” 

‘‘ Dear Superintendent (he wrote),—Before 
I havesthe misfortune, as I will term it in 
truth, to be taken out of your custody on 
my journeys to and from this prison to 
Bow Street, I want to thank you very 
warmly and sincerely for your unfailing 
courtesy, manliness, and kindness to me. 

‘*From the time you took me into custody 
at Euston on Easter Sunday, and again wo 
me to the Tower on Easter Tuesday, you 
showed me the best side of an Enylisn- 
man’s character—his native good heart. 

“ Robert Louis Stevenson once said: ' An 
Irishman 's hatred of England is natural, 
right and sincere. It is against a rule 
and a government, and is not based on any 
personal end - HE is impersonal and may 
be most unselfish’ J hope my feeling ia 
something of that kind.’ 

While in prison Casement became a convert 
to the Roman Catholic faith, and Mr. Hoy 
quotes from a letter written by the priest 
who blessed Casement a few minutes before 
his executior.. This letter was written to a 
close friend of Casement. 

“I know you will be glad to learn that 
your friend Roger Casement was reconciled 


to the Church and made his first confession 


on last Wednesday evening. He died with 
all the faith and piety of an Irish peasant 
woman, and had, as far as I can judge, all 
the dispositions, faith, hope, charity and con- 
trition, resignation to God’s will to meet his 
Creator. 

“He marched to the scaffold with the 
dignity of a prince and towered straight as 
an arrow over us all. 

“He feared not death and prayed to the 
last. He sobbed like a child after his con 
fession, and his contrition for any sin he may 
have committed was intense. 8“

TWO COCOA TINS GIVE UP 
THEIR SECRET. 


When the flooring of a dormitory in Por- 
tora Royal Schcol was lifted there appeared 
to view two old cocoa tin canisters. Both 
bore inscriptions asking the finder to open 
same. (n one was: “ A fortune inside. Open 
this.” The carpenter repairing the flooring 
did as told, and inside found certain papers, 
written and signed C. M. Stack. One had on 
it: *‘ Whoever opens this letter is an awfully 
large, overgrown fool, idiot, etc. I. C. M. 
Stack bequeath the enclosed coin to the 
finder.’ The coin was a halfpenny. and the 
document was dated 13th (ctober, 1883. This 
Mr, Stack is to-day the Rev. Canon C. M. 
Stack, Rector of Magheracloone, County 
Moraghan. 

The second tin contained papers written to 
celebrate the ‘‘heroic deed of the boring of 
the hole in the floor by Richard Lane Joynt,”’ 
late senior surgeon, Meath Hospital, Dublin, 
who died four years ago. It is recorded by 
Horatio Francis Ninian Scott, who served as 
a doctor in Rouen during the War and died in 
1922. He enclosed in his tin his peg top, the 
champion of the school, and of the boring of 
the hole wrote :—‘‘ Richard Lane Joynt bored 
a hole in the floor to help to put up a ham- 
mock for C. W. Mosely. H. Scott dropped 
the bit belonging to the brace with which the 
hole was cut down the hole: so Joynt cut up 
the floor to get it. So I now write this to 
nerpetuate the memory of a noble deed. Dated 
13th October, 1883.” 

Lane Joyrt was a very ‘distincuished 
graduate of Trinity College and a Fellow of 
the College of Surgeons, and was awarded 
the O.B.E. He won first place in the first

ATHLONE STATION 
NEARLY READY. 


+ 
EXPANSION OF IRISH 
BROADCASTING. 


HE high-power wireless station at Ath- 

i lone. which was temporarily commis- 

sioned during Eucharistic Congress 
Week, is rapidly nearing completion. and it 
is hoped, says the current issue of 
nah Radio News. that the new station will 
be ‘“‘on the air ” towards the end of next 
month, The principal units are in place and 
wired, but the flooring must be laid down 
before the other units~can be. assembled and 
connected up. The engineers are standing 
by at the moment awaiting the opportunity 
to ** get going.” The new Irish station will 
have an unmodulated aerial energy of 60 kilo- 
watts. with modulation up to per cent, 
It will. therefore, rank from the outset 
among the more powerful broadcasting instal- 
lations in Europe, and arrangements have 
heen made whereby the power of the trans- 
mitter can be doubled at a later date. 

The transmitter can be adjusted to work 
on any wave-length between 300 and 560 
metres, and is expected to operate on a wave- 
length of 413 metres, which is at present 
used by the Dublin broadcasting station. 

Tn accordance with current practice in the 
design of broadcasting transmitters, low- 
power modulation is employed, while the fre- 
quency of the emissions is controlled by a 
Marconi oscillating quartz crystal drive, 
thermostatically controlled. This ensures 
great constancy of the transmitted wave- 
length, an esseritial condition in view of the 
was crowded state of the ether in the 
woadcasting wave band. . 


HIGH EFFICIENCY, 


With a frequency characteristic giving a 
virtually straight line between 30 and 10.000 
cycles, and employing the most modern 
speech input apparatus, the new station 
should afford the highest quality reproduc- 
tion of speech and music. 

The transmitting apparatus consists of six 
totally enclosed units constructed of 
aluminium panels with glass fronts. The 
aluminium panels, which are sprayed with 
grey cellulose lacquer, are framed in polished 
aluminium - borders, giving a distinctive ap- 
pearance to the transmitter. A control table 
of similar finish, placed in front of the units, 
is provided for the control of the trans- 
mitter circuits. 

_ Each of the six transmitting units forms an 
independent link in the progressive series of 
operations which, starting from the constant 
frequency drive, terminates in the delivery 
of the modulated energy to the aerial system. 


THE SIX UNITS. 


The function of the first unit is to control | 


the exact frequency of the carrier wave 
emitted by the station, and it contains a 
quartz crystal drive with its associated har- 
monic selector and balanced amplifier. The 
quartz crystal is automatically kept at con- 
stant temperature by means of a sensitive 
thermostatic contro). The second unit con- 
tains two separate parts, a two stage high 
frequency amplifier and isolater circnit for 
amplifying the output from the drive nnit 
to the level sufficiently high for modulation, 
and a two-stage acoustic frequency amplifier 
and modulator. The unit also contains the 
modulated amplifier stage in which the speech

The third unit is a balanced power ampli- | 


fier, and here the low power modulated high 
frequency enercy is amplified by two-water- 
cooled valves before being delivered to the 
final power amplifier contained in the fourth 
and fifth units. 

The fourth and fifth units each contain half 
of the final power amplifier, and symmetri- 
cally pla-ed between them is the sixth unit. 
containing the main oscillatory circuit which 
feeds the aerial, 


EASY CONTROL. 


The main power stages as well as the in 
termediate stages are fitted with large water. 
cooled valves. while air-cooled glass vaives 
are used ir all the other stages. 3 
_ For ease wf control and operation, the ad- 
justing controls are placed at a convenient 
height on the front of the panels, and the 
measuring instruments are at eye-level along 
the top border of the units 

The energy from the transmitting hall will 
be conveyed by a twin wire feeder to a feeder 
house located below the cerial at the base of 
the down-lead.

exchange restrictions, foreign business is 
showing a little more interest. The reports 
received from travellers who left. recently for 
America are, so far, not very encouraging,

DRESS LINEN. 

There has been some forward business 
placed for dress linen recently for overseas 
markets at keen prices, and inquiries continue 
for a further quantity, but it seems impossible 
to get firm orders when advances are quoted, 
For immediate delivery there has been a 
steady movement, but the quantities have not 
been as. large as could be desired. 

Manufacturers. report that considerably 
more business has been placed, and con- 
sequently the outlook in the weaving section 
of the industry is brighter. Up till now it 
has not been possible to de merchants to 
pay in cloth the advanced prices in linen 
yarn, and there is now a considerable gap 


and the rates actually arranged between 
merchants and manufacturers. With the 
strong flax market and the prices spinners 
are forced to quote, manufacturers, to break 
even, must get higher prices for the.r cloth. 

The flax outlook is not so good, Reports 
of the new Irish crop are disappointing in 
some districts, but in others the fibre will 
be better than last season.

Witness was on the correct side, 
They continued to approach each other, 
neither changing their position until they 
were only ten yards apart. Witness had been 
travelling from twenty to twenty-five miles 
oy Four hou: when he first saw the car, and 

e slowed down until his speed was from 
ten to fifteen miles per hour. He was ex- 
pe’ ng ti» car driver to go to his correct 
side. but when they got to within ten yards 
of each other, and the oncoming car had not 
cha~sed its position, witness attempted to go 
to the other side of the road, Just as he

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Shots in Asylum 
Grounds. 


Mysterious Monaghan 
Aff air. 
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From Oun Own CORRESPONDENT. 


MONAGHAN, Thursday. 

T the monthly meeting of the Jeint 

A Committee of the Cavan and Monaghan 

Mental Hospital Committee, which 

was held in Monaghan to-day, Dr. T. P. 

Conlon, Resident Medical Superintendent, in 

his report, read the following letter which he 

had sent to the Superintendent, Civic Guards, 
on August 19 :— 

“I wish to bring under your notice that 
about a month ago, in the early morning, rifle 
shots were fired in the vicinity of the Mental 
Hospital, which alarmed some of the staff and 
patients. On the morning of August 18 also 
shots were fired. It was discovered yesterday 
that a rifle bullet entered at one end of the 
workshops in the Mental Hospital. grounds 
and penetrated through two wooden parti- 
tions. You can send up some of your men 
to see the workshop The matter of the 
bullet marks in the workshop was not brought 
under my notice until yesterday ‘evening ; 
had I known it earlier I would have reported 
the affair to my committee at their meeting 
yesterday.” 


SEVEN SHOTS. 

Dr. Conlon said that he heard the shots 
himself; there were seven shots. He paid no 
attention to them, and it was the next 
day that he was shown a bullet that had 
come through the end wall of one of the 
workshops. These workshops were below the 
two churches, and the bullet went through 
some partitions. He thought that those par- 
ticular shots were fired from the hill beyond 
the canal, because one of the attendants 
who lives there heard them, and thought 
that they were fired from his street. He 
went out, but could not see anything. 
Dr. O'Mahony told him she heard them. 
Some of the patients who were sleeping in a 
ward on the ground floor were greatly 
alarmed and frightened and saw two men in 
front of the building. 

Chairman—Is there any trouble her"?! 

Dr. Conlon—Not the slightest. 

Dr, Conlon, continuing, said that shots 
were fired again last Sunday morning. He 
would not have mentioned this only on 
account of people coming in through the 
buildings in the middle of the night. It was 
not a place that bullet shots should be fired 
into. The Guards got the bullet. 


MOTIVE A MYSTERY. 

Mr. O’Reilly—You could not discover from 
in ;uities what the motive would be? 

Dr, Conion—No; | could not. The Guards 
examined the place and went to where the 
bullet was in the ceiling. 

Mr. W, O'Neill—Did they find a cartridge’ 
—Yes, a rifle cartridge. 

Mr. A. McCarron, Assistant Clerk—The 
Guards got the lead of the bullet. Jt was a 
Service bullet, No. .303 
‘The Chairman—We can all realise how 
serious this matter is. Anybody knows that 
at any hour of the night some of th» doctors 
or attendants may have to go to some ward, 
and if this sort of thing is going on it is 
very serious for everyone. I hope this wil! 
be a warning to those people, and that they 
will take some other place for it. The 
asylum ground is no place for it, 


BLACKGUARDLY. 

Mr. Duffy-It is a blackguardly thing to 
fire shots into an institution like this. The 
Guards should make a thorongh good search 
of the whole institution and all the apart- 
ments. 

Mr. Macklin said that it must be somebody 
in the institution who was doing it. Nobody 
had any authority to carry a revolver or 
rifle there. 

Dr. Conlon said that the opinion of the 
Guards about the bullet that entered the 
building was that the sun was shining on the 
panes of this window, and it was a good bull's- 
eve, 

Chairman—That might be right or it might 
not 

The doctor, continuing, said that the atten- 
dant heard at least two rifle shots, the other 
shots. were revolver shots fired at the front 
of the building. It did not seem likely that 
outsiders would came in to practice revolver 
shooting. He often, heard duck-shooting 
down round the canal. 

Mr. Forgrave—Has anybody here a right to 
have firearms? 

Dy. Conlon—I could not answer vou that. 

The Clerk said that the land steward had a 
shot-gun for shooting crows. That was the 
only gun in the place. 


THE RESOLUTION, 

Mr. Duffy moved a resolution strongly 
condemning the action of those who took nart 
in the shooting in the institution. They 
would ask the Guards to leave no stone un- 
turned to find out the culprits. There ought 
to be ways and means io see that no firearms 
were kept in that institution unless by people 
who were anthorised to carry firearnis. 

Mr. Macklin+You might add to that, that 
anybody canght in ssession of firearms 
would be-dismissed instantly by this Com- 
mittee. far 

Mr. Duffy agreed, and Mr, Macklin 
seconded the resolution, which was adopted.

INVESTMENT ISSUES RECEIVE SUPPORT: 


STOCKS CLOSE FIRM. 


Revter's TELEGRAMS. 
NEW YORA, Thursday. 


Yesterday’s weakness on the Wheat and 
Cotton Markets was a discouraging factor, 
and, while the commission houses emphasise 


the cerrective character of the reaction, they 


point out that potential buyers are likely to 
act in a very leisurely manner pending indi, 
cations that liquidation has been completed 
and prior to a further strengthening of busi- 
ness statistics. 

Following an irregular opening, the list 
fluctuated nervously. During the morning a 
moderate rally, in which many gains of 1 to 
2 were recorded, was quickly wiped out in 
a subsequent reaction. pare however, the 
market again stiffened, with rises of fractions 
to more than a point being listed by American 
Can, American Telephone, Steel Common, 
Consolidated Gas, Allied Chemical, and 
Southern Pacific. 

In the afternoon the list managed to te- 
cover to a moderate extent, although the 
resultant advances of 1 to 4 ee were not 
well maintained, and prices fluctuated in an 
uncertain manner. 

The severe set-back in yesterday's late 
dealings appeared to have taken the market 
by surprise, and many traders were obviously 
anxious to await a further testing of the 
recent resistance levels before re-entering the 
market. j 

Signs of an autumn improvement in busi- 
ness continue to appear, but the fact that 
the best levels should be reached during the 
next month or so resulted in an inclination 
to await evidences of the extent of the recent 
improvement. 

Meanwhile the situation in Germany, 
coupled with the return of the controversy 
regarding the ‘‘ veterans’ bonus,” 
create fresh uncertainty. 

The Bond Market to-day displayed an 
irregular tendency. Foreign issues generally 
were dull, but German Bonds were inclined 
to be firm, 

In spite of intermittent set-backs, the trend 
of the market in the late afternoon was 
chiefly upward, and the close was firm.

{fhe farmers of the Free State have 

| em’ judgment. Yesterday the repre- 
sefitatives of seventeen counties met in 
Dublin to take stock of their plight and 
to “gomsider means for its repair. The 
result’ of their meeting was a vehement 
condemmation of the mad strategy by 
which President de Valera has brought 
havoe. upon the country’s staple business. 
Everytdelegate present was a reasonably 
prosperous man six months ago; every 
one had seen his livelihood decline since 
then—in some casés, almost to vanishing 
point. “Wo-day the farmers of the Free 
State, struggling amid distress that has 
no counterpart in their experience, are 
exhorted by Mr. de Valera and his 
Ministers to abandon their traditional 
course of cattle-breeding—to experiment 
in tillage, to grow wheat. This is strange 
and cynical advice to men who are on the 
brink of bankruptcy. To alter the habit 
of years demands time and money. Even 
if the farmers believed that a reformation 
of the whole economic system. was practi- 
cable, how are they to live until the change 
bears fruit? They have no money; the 
huge and valuable British market is 
barred against their wares. The price of 
farm stock is dropping remorselessly, even 
in the Free State itself, and the price of 
everything else is beginning to soar. Is it 
surprising that the Government's policy 
received hard treatment at yesterday's 
meeting ? 

Three resolutions were passed by an 
overwhelming majority.

Nanking, however, more patriotic 
than the ex-Emperor, dispatched Notes to 
the signatories of the Nine-Power Treaty— 
which guarantees the territorial integrity 
of China and an open door for commerce 
in Manchuria—alleging that Japan’s action 
was a violation of this instrument and a 
menace to the peace of the world.. The 
only justification which Japan can advance 
is the sheer necessity to protect her capital, 
industries and nationals in Manchuria. 
That she is preparing such a justification 
is manifest from her anxious request to the 
League of Nations to delay its verdict for 
some six weeks after the Lytton Report is 
published, in order that the Tokyo Goyern- 
ment’s representative may have time to 
arrive in Geneva and expound the 
Japanese case. In the meanwhile, the 
publication of the Lytton Report is being 
awaited with grim correctness of attitude 
by the Powers and by the League. Only in 
Rome has Japan been able to evoke any 
noticeable sympathy. There a need for 
an “ outlet '” is easily appreciated, and the 
chord of Fascismo «hrills to the bow 
drawn by the hand of the Samurai. The 
decision, of course, will rest with the 
League, but there are grave reasons to 
doubt whether the League can solve the 
problem. In the first place, deliberations 
at Geneva will be complicated by the 
knowledge that Japan’s secession is ex- 
tremely probable if the verdict is unfavour- 
able to her. In the next place, can the 
League compel Japan to abide. by its 
findings? The signing of the treaty 
yesterday is a sinister expression of 
Tokyo's views on this subject. Lastly, if 
Japan’s action is endorsed at Geneva, can 
the League control the violent jealousies 
and ill-temper the permanent 
establishment of Japanese authority in 
Manchuria will let loose? Manchukuo’s 
internal and external defence is vested in 
Japan. Not only are Britain and the 
United States seriously concerned by 
Japan's bid for Empire in the mainiand, 
but Soviet Russia and China see them- 
selves threatened in vital quarters. The 
League has gathered no laurels from the 
Manchurian business. Now it is on its 
trial amid a welter of difficulties, most of 
which are due to its own supine conduct.

Not only the Free State’s working 
classes are vexed by the problem of un- 
employment: Thirty-six persons «plied 
for the recently vacant post of school 
attendance officer in Cork. One candidate 
was a Bachelor of Arts, another a 
Bachelor of Engineering, a third an Irish 
teacher and a fourth a former officer of 
the Free State Army. We must accept 
the dismal fact that work of all sorts—for 
educated, as for uneducated, persons—is 
scarce to-day in the twenty-six counties, 
and that for anxious parents the old 
question, ‘‘ What shall we do with our 
boys?” becomes daily more. formidable. 
Trade is bad, the Civil Service is a limited 
domain, and the professions are over- 
crowded. At present, as a result of world 
conditions, the same problem offegé itself 
to nearly all European lands. A state- 
ment which was issued during the German 
elections says that only 4,244 posts await 
the 18,020 students who are now in the 
faculties of arts at German universities. 
Some 4,000 medical students graduate 
every year in Germany, but the country’s 
annual demand for doctors is between 
1,500 and 2,000. Germany, however, has 
hopes that the lean years will pass with a 
revival cf the world’s trade, with the 
cancellation of War debts, and with her 
return to her proper place in the councils 
of Europe. No such prospect. consoles the 
Irish Free State as she pours forth her 
still populous youth about the hive. If 
her children’s opportunities are few 
to-day, it seems that they must shrink 
to-morrow to yet meaner proportions. 
Hitherto the vast resources of the British 
Empire have been at the command of 
Irish brains and energy, and the larger 
output of our Irish universities has found 
honourable and profitable employment im 
England and the Domintons. President 
de Valera has chosen to quarrel with the 
British Empire, and, if he has his way, 
soon all the old doors to fortune will be 
banged and bolted. What will happen 
then to the annual hundreds of doctors, 
engineers, architects and scholars whom, 
no doubt, the Free State’s universities 
will continue to produce? Perhaps, the 
Labour Party, in the next edition of its 
‘‘ one-year plan,” will tackle this urgent 
question.

THREAT OF A STRIKE 
IN DUBLIN. 


There is a possibility that from to-day a 
strike may be declared in Dublin by the 
employés of the Great Northern Railway 
Company’s "bus department. 

The men declare that they are dis- 
satisfied with the overtime arrangements, 
that their working hours are too long, and 
they demand a forty-eight hours’ week of 
six,days. A ballot vote will be taken at 
the headquarters of the Amalgamated 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
112 Marlborough street, Dublin, to-day, 
from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m., to decide whether 
a strike should be declared. 

Almost one hundred men, including 
drivers, conductors and garage hands, are 
involved, and the towns between Dundalk 
and Dublin and Cavan and Dublin will 
have their ’bus services affected if a strike 
is declared. Meetings have been held and 
protests made during the past few weeks, 
and it was decided at a meeting tn Dublin 
on Wednesday night to take the ballot 
vote. 

Mr. Victor Harte, of the Amalgamated 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
said to an Irish Times reporter yesterday 
that the men were being treated unfairly 
and their hours were too long. Officials 
of the company declined to make a state- 
ment on the situation.

“RED” REVOLT 
CRUSHED.

SANTIAGO DE CHILE, 
Thursday. 

Crushed by the superior strategy of the 
Government, the ‘‘ airmen's revolt’’ 
against the newly-formed Chilean Govern- 
ment collapsed ignominously to-day.

Colonel “Merino Benitez was credited 
with the ambition to assume the ‘‘ Bed ’’ 
mantle of which Colonel Marmaduque 
Grove, the leader of an earlier Communist 
revolution, was only recently stripped. 

The rebel base at Ovalle was captured 
by a regiment of Federal carabineers. The 
airmen were assembled at a banquet when 
they were surprised by the Federal troops

Railwaymen'’s Wages. 


The railway companies are consideriny 
another reduction in wages, and. havo 
made approaches to the railway unions on 
the matter.

The companies 
have had the right to raise the questio, 
since March last, when their agreement of 
March of last year expired.

The 
Savings were expected to total nine and a 
half million pounds, but they proved to 
be much less owing to the various con- 
cessions made in reply to the demands of 
the unions.

SLIGO’S EXPERIENCE. 


Mr. Gallagher (Sligo) said that a meet- 
ing of 600 to 700 farmers in Sligo last 
Tuesday passed ‘resolutions ‘something 
similar to those put up by Mr. O’Gorman, 
of Cork, and he added his approval to the 
resolutions of Mr. O'Gorman and the idea 
of organisation put forward by Mr. Bel- 
ton. Consequently, the Sligo delegates 
had come there to assist and help farmers 
in any organisation which was to be 
formed for their betterment. 

Sligo . was mainly a _stock-raising 
county, and was situated in the West of 
Ireland, where climatic conditions were 
not favourable to the growing of wheat, 
and, consequently, they did not approve 
the proposition of the Minister to increase 
wheat-growing.

At the same 
time he saw “a ray of hope” in the 
report that Canadian fat cattle imports 
into Great Britain are about to be reduced, 
a fact which may prove of assistance to 
those who desire to ship fat stock to 
Birkenhead. 

The sheep market yesterday was de- 
scribed as “ hopeless.”’ Ewes were 
virtually unsaleable, the few that were 
disposed of bringing 5s. to 6s. per head 
less than a week ago. 

Lambs met with a fair trade at 7s. 6d. 
to 25s. per head, according to quality. 
Some good hoggets brought from 30s, to 
43s. each. 

Here, as in the cattle section, the supply 
of 8,264 sheep and lambs, representing an 
increase of 474 on the. week, was more 
than the existing trade demand could 
absorb. 

IRISH CATTLE FOR BRITAIN.

ALGERIAN TRAEN - 


WRECK. 
—— 


TERRIBLE TOLL OF LIFE 
AND LIMBS. 


From Kevurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
TLEMCEN (ALGERIA), Thursday. 

Fifty-five persons lost their lives in the 
troop train accident in the desert near 
Tlemcen. yesterday, and two hundred and 
twelve injured have been brought to the 
hospital at Tlemcen, three of whom died 
durng the nght. | 

Some thirty persons are still pinned 
beneath the wreckage, a few of them still 
alive. Only eight bodies have been identi- 
fied. 

The train, which was carrying officers 
and men of the French Foreign Legion, 
fell down a ravine owing to subsidence of 
the permanent way caused by heavy rains. 
Carriages were telescoped one into 
another, and piled up in confusion at the 
bottom, 

One of the officers and all the train 
staff perished except the engine-driver, 
who jumped clear, and the guard, who put 
his head out of the window and saw the 
whole train hang for an instant over the 
abyss before rolling down. He jumped 
for his life, and, alighting in a bush by 
the side of the line; rolled to the bottom. 
He was not badly hurt, and managed to 
run off to give the alarm. .

BRITAIN TO ASSIST IN 
FIXING TONNAGE,

STRESA, Thursday. 
The Stresa Conference entered upon its

CORK’S REPLY. 


A similar letter was received by the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners at their 
meeting on Wednesday, and the following 
reply, approved by the Commissioners, and 
signed by the General] Manager and 
Secretary, Mr. Eugene Gayer, has been 
addressed to the Director of Transport, 
Department of Industry and Commerce : — 

“I duly received your letter of the 7th 
instant drawing attention to the fact that 
at some Saorstat ports the tonnage dues 
on vessels from ports in Great Britain 
are lower than on vessels from other 
countries, and intimating that it is the 
wish of the Government that, under 
present circumstances, any differentiation 
uí the character which may at present 
exist should be discontinued. 

“I have placed this letter before my 
Commissioners, who desire me to say in 
reply that any differentiation which exists 
at Cork arises from the terms of the first 
schedule..to the Cork Harbour Act of 1883, 
in which the tonnage dues chargeable on 
various classes of vessels are set out. 

‘“ It will be noted that by paragraph (a), 
which deals with coasting vessels (which 
are defined), a rate of 4d. per register ton 
is fixed, and by paragraph (b) the tonnage 
dues on other vessels is fixed at 1s. 

“ By paragraph (d) a rate of 3d. per 
register ton is fixed for colliers (which are 
also defined). 

‘ These rates on ‘ coasting vessels ’ and 
‘colliers’ were increased to 4}d. per 
register ton for both classes by Section 4 
of the Cork Harbour Act of 1903. 

‘“ In the second schedule to the Act of 
1883 the rates for use of deep-water quays 
are fixed at 3d. and 4d. in the case of 
‘ coasting vessels’ and ‘other vessels ’ 
respectively. 

‘" All these rates are statutory, and are 
being levied at their maximum. The 
Commissioners have no power to increase 
maximum rates. If they are required to 
level their rates between the two classes 
of ships, they would have to reduce the 
rate on ‘ other vessels’ to the ‘ coaster ’ 
rate. This would entail such a big drop 
in revenue to the Commissioners that, 
under existing conditions, they cannot 
afford to adopt that course. 

“ Differentiation as to rates on goods 
also necessarily arises by reason of the 
continuance in operation of Section 54 of 
the Cork Harbour Act of 1820, which 
limits the dues to be charged on goods to 
125 per cent. of the freight. The freights 
from Great Britain being lower than the 
freights from overseas, the 124 per cent. 
clause automatically creates a discrimina- 
tion in favour of goods shipped from 
British ports. 

“It would be impracticable—again for 
revenue reasons—to reduce the rates on 
goods from oversea ports to the level of 
charges on goods from British. ports, and 
the British charges cannot be increased by 
reason of the above restriction. 

“As it is the wish of the Government 
that the differentiation which at present 
exists should be discontinued, I am to 
respectfully submit that the situation as 
regards Cork can be met at an early date 
if the Government will be good enough to 
facilitate the passage of the Cork Harbour 
Bill through the Oireachtas. If and when 
the bill is passed a fixed schedule of goods 
will operate, this schedule will have the 
effect of doing away with the differentia- 
tion imposed by the 124 per cent. of freight 
restriction, and as regards tonnage dues 
the Minister will have power to adjust the 
incidence of these by order. 

“1 am, however, to point out that as 
the differentiation in tonnage dues on 
shipping from British and Oversea ports 
is not peculiar to Cork, but exists (as far 
as my Commissioners are aware) at every 
port in the Saorstat, and as ports generally 
are in competition with one another, it 
would prejudicially affect the interests of 
any one port if the dues were equalised by 
the process of raising British tonnage dues 
to the level of Oversea tonnage dues unless 
similar action were taken at all ports. 

“The whole question of dues at Saorstat 
ports is dealt with exhaustively in the 
report of the Ports and Harbours Tribunal, 
and their recommendations under this 
heading are summarised on pages 419, 423 
and .424 (recommendations Nos, 3 and 14 
to 21), and I am to further respectfully 
submit that, perhaps, the Government 
could not do better than to favourably con- 
sider the question of implementing by 
legislation the findings of the Tribunal] 
thereon.”’

APAN has signed the treaty recognising 
Manchu-kuo as an independent Re- 
public, formed of the Chinese province ol 
Manchuria. 
In the presence of Mr. Henry Pu-Yi, 
the Chief Executive of Manchu-kuo, and 
former Emperor of China, the treaty was 
signed yesterday by the Japanese envoy, 
General. Muto, and the Manchu-kuo 
Prime Minister, in the new capita] of the 
Republic, Chang-chun. The treaty vests 
in Japan the obligation for the internal 
and external defence of the new, State. 
China has consequently sent Notes to 
all the signatories of the Nine-Power 
Treaty drawing attention to the serious 
situation caused by Japan’s recognition 
of Manchu-kuo, and stating that by the 
treaty signed to-day Japan is attempting 
to establish a virtual protectorate in 


Manchuria. 

DARING IMPERIALISM.

German official and political circles are 
unmoved by the recognition of Manchu- 
kuo, which’ had been long expected. 
German interests in the Far East, it 1s 
pointed out, are not in any way affected 
so far as trade relations are concerned, 
and it is added that Japan has already 
[voured the policy of “ the open door. 

It is understood that France will take 
no isolated action in the matter, but will 
keep in close touch with Great Britain, 
the United States, and especially with 
Geneva. It is felt that it is essential to 
take cognisance of the Lytton report 
before any cpinion can be expressed. 

The situation is being watched with 
close attention in Rome, because it 1s 
realised that on its handling of the situa- 
tion the whole future of the League may 
depend. For the rest the recognition of 
Manchu-kuo has caused no surprise.

HOW IT HAS ARISEN. 


The Chairman said:-—Our situation with 
regard to the British market has arisen out 
of the action taken by the Government on 
the Oath and the land annuities. In both 
instances they have put forward a legal case. 
We may assume, for the purposes of argu- 
ment, that it is a good one, but when we 
accuse them of Jingoism, or, in other words, 
of aggressive action, we mean that, by one- 
sided decision, and without observing the 
ordinary courtesies of international inter- 
course, they have abruptly departed from 
established arrangements. 

What makes their way of handling the 
matter less becoming is that, in both 
instances, their case is one that appeals more 
to an ingenious legal mind than to a plain 
man, It certainly would not have occurred 
to a plain man reading the Treaty that the 
Oath, which it says is to be taken, was not 
obligatory.

Now when a Government take a line that 
is perplexing to the plain man—even if their 
ingenious legal advisers are right—they ought 
to be specially careful to preserve the good 
name and credit of the country, and to avoid 
retaliatory action by proceeding with the 
fullest deliberation and courtesy, and main- 
taining the status que until they have 
established their case. But Mr. de Valera’s 
Government have been highly aggressive 
in.tone and in action, and have added to 
their difficulties by insulting the Governor- 
General and encouraging their followers 
throughout the country during the election 
and since to conduct an intense anti-English 
campaign. 

Here let me discuss the so-called national 
issue by observing, first, that we can never 
get rid of partition until quarrelling with 
England has definitely and finally stopped, 
and second, that whatever is to be said in 
favour of leaving the British Commonwealth, 
there is nothing to be said in favour of stay- 
ing in it while suffering the disadvantages 
of being outside. It is like prohibition in 
America, which keeps the country only 
nominally “ dry.” while actually “ wet,” im- 
poverishes the Exchequer and glorifies 
illegality. 


THE BRITISH MARKET. 


Returning to the economic issue, it is 
constantly urged by Government spokesmen, 
that the British market is declining in value 
anyhow, and it is a mistake to be so dependent 
on it. During these years of depression, every 
market in the world has been declining in value, 
and it is a fallacy to suppose that a home 
market is exempt from such decline. The 
economic nationalism, against which the 
Pope so frequently speaks, has forced even 
nations not guilty of it to concentrate on 
their home markets, because they found 
their exports shut eut of any other. But 
that is not our position. Like every other 
country, England is poorer than she was, 
but she is not closing her markets to exports 
from members of the Commonwealth; on the 
contrary, she is opening them wider and 
making them more profituble, and we, from 
our geographical position and from our im- 

nee as customers, ought to be getting 
the cream of them. 

The Government, too, forget that the value 
of the home market can only be maintained 
and increased by keeping up the tota) wealth 
of the country, and not by throwing away 
sources of profit, hy oppressive taxation, by 
searing capital and disheartening enterprise. 


LABOUR'S IDEA. 


Finally, a word about the Labour Party.

LIFEBOAT AND TUGS

JOCKEY CLUB 
AND SWEEPS. 


PROPOSED DRAW ON 
EVE OF RACK, 
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HE British Royal Commission on 
I Lotteries and Betting resumed ita in- 
‘quiry at the offices of the Industrial 
Court, Old Paiace Yard, Westminster, yester- 
day to’ hear evidence from representatives of 
the Jockey Club, the National Hunt Commit- 
tee, the: National Greyhound’ Racing Society, 
and the National Greyhound Racing Club. 
Lord . Harewood. senior Steward of the 
Jockey Club, said, the. Jockey Club did not 
ask for, nor even: support, the legalisation of 
sweepstakes. So far as the interests of racing 
were concerned, the Jockey Club opposed it, 
hut if other interests were cbagienea | to out- 
weigh those of racing the Jockey Club hoped 
that an effective controlling authority would 
be set up with which the views of the Jockey 
Club would carry weight, 


RACING AFFECTED. 


Small club sweepstakes were quite in. 
nocuous, he deciared, and it was only when 
very large sums were involved that racing 
interests were adversely affected, He men- 
tioned the Calcutta, Stock Exchange, and 
Irish Sweepstakes. The giving of prizes not 
only to placed horses but to runners resulted 
in swelling the field with horses. which: had 
no chance of winning, and which might inter.

OPENINGS FOR FRAUD. 

A more serious objection remained in the 
Opportunities for fraud offered by these 
sweepstakes. 

““A mar who has £30,000, or in some 
such cases much more to play with, can offer 
large bribes. Stable boys, jockeys, and 
trainers might be tempted to accept a bribe 
te secure the defeat of a horse, and are, of 
course, in a position to make certain of its 
defeat... 

An owner placed in the same temptation 
could prevent his horse from winning—if by 
ne other means by scratching him. 

The practice of those who have drawn a 
horse in a big sweep of selling a share in their 
tickets might lead to dishonesty, said Lord 
Harewood. ‘The position would be more toler- 
able if the results of the draw were not known 
until after the race. 


IRISH SWEEP DRAW. 

The promoters of the lrish Sweeps had been 
asked to arrange the draw for the evuning 
before the race. If they had complied with 
the request the opportunities for bribery 
would have been greatly reduced.

“ Mr, Gandhi has made clear by. his 
correspondence with the Prime Minister 
that he proposes to starve himself to 
death, not as a protest against his deten- 
tion or against measures taken to deal 
with civil disobedience generally, nor with 
the object of securing his release, but on 
a point ‘of principle which is not related 
with the civil disobedience movement. 

‘Tt has been decided that as soon as 
Mr. Gandhi actually begins his fast he 
should be removed from the jail to a suit- 
able place of private residence, and the 
only restriction that will be imposed upon 
him there, as at present contemplated, is 
that he should be served with an order 
directing him to remain thére. 

“It is to be haped that-.it will prove 
unnecessary tc impose any further restric- 
tion on Mr. Gandhi, but this is a matter 
that wil depend primarily on whether the 
liberty accorded to him is found to lend 
itself to “the promotion “of“the civil dis-

There was a fair, representative 
attendance of buyers.in home and shipping

s. to 27s. per cwt., and beef cows around 
20s.; otherwise market proved even worse 
than last week, and a stil] weaker trend in 
values was manifest im dealings all round. 
The export trade was again confined to 
Lancashire, and a fair number was taken at 
the lower prices. The show of cattle em- 
braced a useful and generally rather better 
finished class than for some weeks past. All 
the same, competition throughout was of a 
lukewarm nature. Home victuallers, in view 
of close and bad keeping weather, operated 
in a cautions and restricted manner, and 
confined their purchases principally to prime 
small-weight cattle. Trade was very tedious 
for the secondary classes, and prices may be 
reckoned a pre | 2s. per cwt. worse, while 
rougher animals were not even bid for, and 
at mid-stages of business large numbers of 
useful beasts were still unsold, and a clear- 
ance out of the question. Beef cow trade 
proved the slowest for many years; im fact, 
outside of the real nice young sorts, which 
were cheaper, buyers seemed in no want, and 
at mid-stages of business one-third of supply 
remained without a bid, and no possible 
chance of reducing the large carry-cyer, 
With increasing supplies from week to week, 
and no further outlet in trade, prices must 
come gradually lower until the tariff is re- 
moved. Over the day’s proceeding, Ean 
worked out around the following :—hrime 
handy-weight heifers, 29s. to 30s., extra Sls. 
and 352s. per cwt,; prime Lullocks, 27s. to 
28s. ; vod secondary, 25s. to 26s.: others, 
23s. to 24s.. and beef cows, 14s. to 22s. 

SHEEP AND LAMBS. 

Supplies to this market continue to in- 
crease, there being close on 500 head more 
to deal with. Market ruled very slow and 
depressed again, and in many cases further 
concessions on top of previous decline had 
to be made to effect sales. Only real prime- 
fed butchers’ sheep commanded prices up 
to last weex. Heavy and unsuitable classes 
were not wanted, especially old ewes, which, 
notwithstanding the almost give-away prices 
ruling, failed to clear. Opening sales proved 
about steady for nice small lambs, which 
were cleared fairly early, but heavier classes 
could not be cashed, except at fully 2s. to 
3s. per head under last week's values, at 
which prices many lots were turned out 
unsold, Butchers showed more caution, but 
a fair trade passed in lambs for shipment, 
due to the reasonable rates ruling.
